Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the home location register 
(HLR) is not part of the operation and maintenance sub-system. However, Applicant does not specifically claim whether the HLR is part 
of the operation and maintenance sub-system or not. Applicant further argues that Beeson fails to refer to the claimed conditions data 
allowing subscriber dependent control of an action. However, this feature is inherent as Beeson discloses subscriber dependent control 
of action [col. 12: lines 2-25]. Please also refer to the response to arguments in the last office action. 
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
